IIo commented 
upon tho well-preserved -villa In the 
Miiiall village of Chcd worth, and the 
rccenl illscoveries elsewlicrn of fine 
mosaic floors. Professor McCullagli 
thinks Hadrian's Wall one of tho 
most Impressive ot the Roman 
works. 

Tho £ngll.sh Gothic Catliedrals, In- 
cluding York, Canterbury and Ches- 
ter, were dr.scribod. Plide.s, taken 
from unconventional angles, show- 
ing beauties of adjoining, stained 
glass .and sculptured figures graph- 
ically supplemented the discourse. 
Cathedral views gave, as the speak- 
er put It, the sublime and grote.sque 
ot Gothic Art. Professor McCull.-igli 
spoke ot tho English Lake District 
rich with niemorloa ot Wordswort.i 
and Romantic Poets. He quoted from 
^\brdsworth and declared that 
Wordswoilh's poetry meant much 
more to him after having .seen Lake 
Windermere, and Tintern Abbey. 

Tho English couiitrysido. with Its 
hedged lanes and lhatcbed roofs 
wore particularly delighltul. Slccp- 
iiiK III n. thatched cottage, fiv.j hun- 
dred years old, was nn experience In 
il>elf. slated the speaker.

Education And Professors 

APART from the laboratory and college 
activities, there arc two principal 
sources from .which the .student secures 
his education. These sources are books and 
profe.«sors. Bernard Shaw and others are 
of the opinion that books alone arc im- 
portant' but in the present, university sys- 
tem the professor i.« the dominating figure. 
It would appear that the sole raison d'etre 
for the professor is his ability to illumin 
ate and elucidate the subject he teaches 
and to convey his interpretation of the best 
that has been thought and said by others, 
and to direct the studies of the students. 
This ideal professor .<;uggests a man who is 
widely read, a man who has the leisure to 
read widely on his subject and to become 
acquainted with men working in his field. 

The idea of a college of pure arts has 
been mooted in which stress is laid upon 
such a professor; on the assumption that 
the more the professor kne^v about his 
subject the more he could bring to his stu- 
dents. This school would be open for about 
four months. Students attending the school 
would be required to read up their subjects 
before attending the school. The professor 
after eight months of study and thought 
would be able to discuss his subject fully 
in the light of any new knowledge. Short 
conferences would enable the student to 
lay his difficulties before the instructor. 

The professor would of course use the 
vacations for .study in the interests of his 
future work. The student would have to 
prépare his work carefully and pay a fee 
sufficient to enable the professor to use 
his leisure to the best advantage. Such a 
school would not necessai'ily give a diploma 
but the course would be in the nature of 
an experiment, rather than a requirement 
for a degree. The type of students taking 
such a course - could have discussions 
among themselves of great and lasting 
value, without the slur of highbrow being 
cast upon them. 

Such a school may never become a 
fact, but it is being carefully considered 
and might be of great value to students 
whose intellectual curiosity has been 
aroused. It is also of interest in the stress 
laid upon the value of the ; prof essor and 
the necessity of giving him suffcient 
leisure to enrich his mind in order that he 
might be of greater value as an instructor. 



Awakening Us 

WHAT this generation needs," .says 
many a fond father, ''is a good spank- 
ing." Pei-haps he is right. At any rate many 
lecturers seem to think so only they say 
that what the younger generation needs is 
a good shock, something that will awaken 
them to the reality of life and the futility 
of wasting precious years. Probably these 
lecturers are also j'ight. The younger gene- 
ration does need a shock, as they say, but 
who is going to administer the shock, how 
is it going, to be done and what is the shock 
to consist of. Unfortunately the theory of 
.shocking the younger generation into tlie 
j'ight kind of activity has not yet gone far 
enough to explain these points. 

There are many who will argue that 
the younger generation is all right as it is 
and that most wo.u Id-be improvements are 
ju the main superfluous. Let us grant for 
a moment, however, that these people are 
wrong and that all is not as it should be 
'with the younger generation. The idea 
■ then is to shock them into the right road. 
How is this going to be done with a genera- 
iion which refuses to be shocked? It 
.easy enough to shock the young men .and 
women of the Victorian era and even })&- 
fore the v^-ixr most i)eople wej-e not yet im- 
mune to shock. Since the war, however, 
most of thé world has .suddenly gone blase 
and i^' horo.d by ha))penings which would 
have ci-eiited the greatest excitement in 
I he minds of former generations, 
il J'ornographic new.ipupers, .sensational 
Kce/ies in tiitv movies and cquulljj^ sensa 
;tionaI literature all jjlay their part in try 
ins: to shock th'j younge^- gencratio.n and
